WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP) 
— The first civil rights bill to 
pass Congress in more than 80 
years goes to President Eisen- 
hower today. 


The Senate completed con- 
gressional action on the com- 
promise measure late last night 
fter 39 hours of continuous 
session, passing it 60 to 15. The 
House had passed the bill Tues- 


The end of the months-long 
battle over civil rights came two 
hours after Senator Strom Thur- 
mond (Dem.), South Carolina, 
ended a record individual fili- 
buster against the bill. Thur- 
mand held the floor for 24 
hours and 19 minutes. The pre- 
vious record was set in 1953 by 
Senator Wayne Morse Dem.), 
Oregon, in an equally futile ef- 
fort to defeat the submerged 
oil lands bill. 

Single-Handed Effort. 


Thurmond’s filibuster was a 
| single-handed effort. Other 
Southerners refrained from 
joining in because they felt it 
was fruitless and might boom- 
erang. : 

Final passage of the civil 
rights measure Seared the way 
for’ adjournment of Congress. 
probably today. 

On the final roll call, 15 
Southerners voted no. Thirty- 
seven Republicans and 23 Dem- 
ocrats joined in support of the 
bill. There were many absen- 
tees. 

The bill provides broad new 
federal enforcement powers in 
| the field of voting rights, al- 
| though it does not contain some 
of the far-ranging provisions 
originally requested by the 
Eisenhower Administration. 


The political repercussions 
from the fight over the bill and 
from its final passage are cer- 
| tain to be felt for a long time. 
| The key provision of the bill 

gives the Justice Department 
| authority to seek federal court 
| injunctions to enforce the right 
of every citizen to vote, regard- 
| less of race or color. 


In its final form, this pro- 
vision was modified so that 
persons charged with criminal 
| contempt for violating injunc- 
tions would be granted a jury 
trial if they were tried first by 
a judge alone and sentenced to 
more than 45 days in jail or 
‘fined more than $300. 


No Jury in Civil Cases. 


| No jury trials would be 
authortzed in civil contempt 
cases stemming from voting 
rights injunctions. Some legis- 
lators say the bulk of court 
orders in voting rights cases 
| could be enforced through civil 
contempt action. 
| Civil contempt actions are 
almed at obtaining compliance 
with a court order. Criminal 
contempt is intended to punish 
for non-compliance. 
Other provisions in the bill 
| would: 
| Create a six-member bi- 
| partisan commission, named 
by the President with Senate 
confirmation, to make a broad 
two-year study of all civil 
| rights problems, with specific 
attention to complaints of 
denial of voting rights. The 
commission would have sub- 
pena powers. 
Create a new civil rights 
division in the Justice De- 
| partment, headed by an as- 
|, sistant Attorney General. 
| Repeal an old Reconstruc- 
tion era law that authorized 
| the President to employ 
troops to enforce court orders 
in civil rights cases. 
Eliminate from the federal 
jury law the requirement that 
federal court jurors be quali- 
fied under the laws of the 
states in which they serve. 
This is designed to make it 
certain Negroes can serve on 
federal juries, although there 
already is a law barring racial 
discrimination in selection of 
_ such jurors.

TO HIS WIDOW

ROME, Aug. 30 (AP)—The 
Italian government today turned 
the body of Benito Mussolini 
over to his widow at St. 
Cassiano cemetery in Predappio. 
The body was brought in a 
truck from its long-secret burial 
place for transfer to the Musso- 
lini family vault at the Musso- 
lini birthplace. 

Although there was no prior 
announcement, a small crowd 
gathered in the cemetery where 
the black-clad widow of the for- 
mer dictator received the body. 
The widow, Rachele, had 
come secretly from the island 
of Ischia where she has been 
living since World War II . 
Predappio is 75 miles south- 
east of ogna. Mussolini's 


father, mother and son Bruno 
are buried there. Bruno was 
killed in a World War II ar- 
plane crash. 

The burial place of Mussolini 
had been kept secret since his 
execution with his mistress 
Clara Petacci by partisans near 
Milan April 28, 1945.

Even if, as may 

well be, there is a big differ- 
ence between being the first to 
announce the successful test and 
being the first to produce the 
missile in quantity, there is no 
doubt that the Russians have 
brought off a diplomatic coup. 
They have identified themselves 
first with the idea of abolishing 
nuclear weapons, and then with 
the idea that they are superior 
in nuclear weapons. There are 
a lot of people in the world 
who like to be on the side of 
a winner. 


U.S. Has Lost Ground. 


The announcement follows 
closely upon the coup in Syria, 
and it is well calculated to sup- 
port it. The Syrian affair is pri- 
marily a successful intrigue by 
a military faction, concerned 
not so much with Communism 
and ideology as with power and 
success. 


The news that the Soviet 
government is running ahead of 
the United States in the race 
of armaments will make it ap- 
pear in Syria, and perhaps else- 
where in the Arab world, that 
the new government in Syria 
has bet on the right horse. 

Uniess it is effectively 
countered, we must e t this 
feeling to spread in South Asia 
and in Africa. Even before the 
news came out, the situation 
had from our point of view 
become soft and sour in many 
places, certainly in Indonesia, 
then in Laos, and on the longer 
view, most importantly of all, 
in India. 

There is ground for serious 
anxiety about India, where the 
plans of economic reconstruc- 
tion are in great trouble. 


Competition for Asia. 


If the worst that could hap- 
n in India were actually to 
ppen, we may see in South 
Asia what happened in East 
Asia when the Nationalists 
were driven from the main- 
land. 
I do not think I am ex- 
aggerating, or being unduly 
, when I say that there 
is in the making in India a 
kind of trouble which could 
make the Syrian affair seem 
like a minor incident. 
Secretary Dulles is almost 
certainly facing the most se- 
rious problems of his career.

They are very complicated in 
their details. 

But the crucial question is 
how this country, representing 
the Western world, can com- 
pete successfully with the Rus- 
sian and the Chinese Com- 
munists — and compete with 
them for the attention and in- 
terest of the rising generation 
of the awakened and educated 
Asians 


Our policies, as they have de- 
veloped in recent years, have 
emphasized two things: One is 
defense against overt aggres- 
sion by China or Russia; the 
other has been holding the 
loyalty of the local military 
men and upper bureaucrats 
against the penetration of the 
Communists. 


American Way No Help. 


The Syrian coup is only one 
of many signs that the Dulles 
pacts and the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine do not come to grips 
with the real concern of the 
people of Asia and Africa. 

Their real concern, as they 
win political independence, is 
how to raise their standard of 
life, how to modernize and 80 
to industrialize, their backward 
economies. It is here that the 
Soviet Union has the advantage 
of us. 

For the swift rise of Russia 
from feudalism and weakness 
to great power is the example 
that tempts all under-developed 
countries. 

The American development, 
impressive though it is, is not 
an example that the Asians can 
follow. 

Everybody knows that what 
happened on this empty, rich, 
and secure continent cannot be 
duplicated in crowded, poor, 
and insecure, Asia. 


Importance of India. 


It may be rash to prophesy. 
But in my view the future in 
Asia, whether it is to be Com- 
munist or not, depends on what 
happens in India. 

In India it is still possible to 
prove that there is a good fu- 
ture for the people of Asia 
without the desperate methods 
of the totalitarian state. It is 
still possible to prove that the 
Western nations are genuinely 
concerned with the future of 
Asia. 

No doubt, considering the 
present mood of Congress about 
foreign aid, it seems almost 
silly to say that the most impor- 
tant move that could now be 
made in foreign policy would 
be for the Western world, with 
the United States playing a 
principal ‘part, to underwrite 
and to guarantee the success of 
the Indian development. 

But if we fail to do it, the 
day will come when we shall 
reproach ourselves bitterly for 
having, short-sightedly and in a 
small spirit, missed our last 
best chance to make and keep 
friends in Asia.

weather office here in 1911. 

In nearly ‘half a century of 
watching weather, Rausch has 
keen memories of many of St. 
Louis meteorological highlights. 

The highest wind ever re- 
corded here was in 1918, when 
gusts were measured up to 
miles an hour. “I was working 
that day, and I can remember 
having a heck of a time just 
standing on the roof to make an 
observation,” Rausch recalled. 

“Wind has caused me trouble 
more than once,” he related. 
“One time I took my son, who 
was then 6 years old, to the top 
of the Federal building to show 
him our equipment. The wind 
was so strong that all we could 
do was stand there hanging on 
to the equipment shelter. It 
even blew a package of ciga- 
rettes and a money order out 
of my pocket.” 

Rausch recalled that weather 
reporting was easier when he 
started than it is now. 

“But, everything has grown 
so hectic here in the last sev- 


eral years. I think it’s mainly 
due to the increased weather 
consciousness of the public, and 


the fact that so many more 


activities, like aviation, depend 


upon weather prediction now.”

ONE-YEAR COURSE 
N PAYSIS ON KET 


to Be Used by Several 
High Schools. 


A complete one-year high 
school course in physics will be 
telecast by Educational Station 
KETC beginning Sept. 23, it 
was announced today by Paul 
A. Andereck, high school pro- 
gram consultant for the station. 

Several high schools in the 
station’s viewing area have de- 
cided to use this course as an 
adjunct to its regular physics 
classes,..and others, including 
St. Louis public high schools, 
are studying the possibility of 
doing the same. . 

The filmed course will be 
shown three times daily Mon- 
days through Fridays during the 
academic year, Andereck re- 
ported. It will be televised 
from 10 to 10:35 a.m.; 1:10 to 
1:45 p.m., and 6:15 to 6:45 p.m. 
The morning and afternoon 
showings will be primarily for 
high school students, and the 
evening showings will be for 
students and adults who want to 
acquire a knowledge of the sub- 
ject “or brush up on it.” 

The film was produced in the 
United States by Encyclopedia 
Britannica Films, and was fi- 
nanced by a $500,000 grant from 
the Ford Foundation fund for 
the advancement of education. 
The teacher is Dr. Harvey E. 
White, vice chairman of Uni- 
versity of California department 
of physics. 
| Physics students of Lindbergh 
High School and Highland (III.) 
High School will take advantage 
of the televised program to sup- 
plement their classroom work. 
The program will be of con- 


| siderable value to Lindbergh 


students because the high school 
will be used temporarily on a 
double session basis, with sen- 
ior high students attending 
classes in the morning and jun- 
ior high students in the after- 
noon. The double sessions are 
expected to continue for about 
six weeks, pending completion 
of the new senior high school 
building.

LOUIS DIAT, FAMOUS CHEF 
OF OLD RITZ-CARLTON, DIES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
Louis Diat, famous for many 
culinary creations, including 
vichyssoise, died in New York 
Hospital yesterday. He was 72 
years old. 

“Monsieur Louis,“ as the 
great chef was known to his 
admirers, trained under the fa- 
mous Cesar Ritz at the Paris 
and London Ritz hotels. He was 
the chef de cuisine of the 
Ritz-Carlton for the 41 years 
the hotel existed in New York. 

He probably will be most 
widely remembered for what he 
accomplished with the lowly 
leek and humble potato: creme 
vichyssoise glacee, a light and 
subtly tart soup he introduced 


at the Ritz-Carlton in 1917, 
seven years after the hotel 
| opened. 


He was born in Montmarault, 
a small town in the heart of 


France. His father ran a shoe 
shop. 


His mother was a fine 
cook; and Louis and his broth- 
er, Lucien, learned the “cuisine 
bourgeoise,” which is the basis

GIFTED CHILD MAY 
NEED TO BE SPURRED 


Psychology Teacher Says 
He May Not Recognize 
His Capabilities. 


There may be many gifted 
students who are not recog- 
nized and are not given ad- 
vanced schooling, Miss Marie 
A. Corrigan, professor of psy- 
chology at College of St. Cath- 
erine, St. Paul, said here yes- 
terday. Lack of self-knowledge 
on the part of bright children 
is a deficiency that might be 
overcome by acquainting them 
with their possibilities, she 
added. 

“The gifted student may have 
to be spurred on to greater, 
though less comfortable, 
heights,” she continued. “The 
task of the counselor at times 
may be that of ‘afflicting the 
comfortable as well as comfort- 
ing the afflicted.’ ” 

Speaking on “Effective Guid- 
ance of Gifted Students” at an 
educational conference at Ro- 
| sati-Kain High School gymnas- 
‘ium, 4389 Lindell boulevard, 
Miss Corrigan said that the 
causes of non- achievement may 
be deep-seated and may require 

therapy or counseling by trained 
personnel. 
The child may be achieving 
some value from his mediocre 
work that is more important to 
him than his academic success, 
she asserted. 

This value may be the ap- 
proval of his peers, self-pro- 
tection from the possibility of 
failure or revenge on his family 
or teachers, Miss Corrigan 
commented, adding that some of 
the child's feelings may be sub- 
conscicus. 

In her address, she warned 
that gifted students must de- 
velop some plan of life that 
will give balanced attention to

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IRVING BERLIN—No Letup tor Him 


Veteran Composer, Who Has Been Writing Songs for 50 Years, Plans New Fall Musical 


By James L. Kilgallen 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (INS). 


166 S long as I can write 
A sones I'm going to keep 
at it.” 

This is Irving Berlin talking 
at the age of 69. The veteran 
composer of popular music 
brushes off the idea he might 
be retiring from the profession 
in which he has excelled for 
generations. 

Times change and America’s 
outstanding songwriter changes 
with them. Throughout his fab- 
ulous career—from the days of 
rag-time to rock n' roll—he’s 
been in tune with the people. 
And he wants to keep it that 


way. 

The man who wrote such 
great song hits as Alexander's 
Ragtime Band,” “White Christ- 
mas,” “Always,” “A Pretty Girl 
is Like a Melody,” “Easter Pa- 
rade” and “God Bless America” 
is now in his fiftieth anniver- 
sary year but far from ready 
to call it quits. 

“I thought when I was 60 
I had had enough,” Berlin told 
the writer. “I said to myself, 
‘Now's the time to go up to 
the Catskills, take it easy and 
call it a career.’ But I’m not 
built that way.

you just don't quit. Not if you're 
me alert and feel right, 
physi .

Berlin has written between 
850 and 900 published songs 
and many others never pu 
lished. It was in 1907 when, as 
a singer-waiter in a cafe on 
New York’s Bowery, he wrote 
his first published song, Marie 
From Sunny Italy.” Since then, 
this unschooled genius of melo-

HE Berlins lead a retiring, 
almost sécluded life in Holly- 
wood and New York. They 
maintain a house on Beekman 
place in New York, and a coun- 
try place in Livingston Manor 
near Ferndale in the Catskills. 


Berlin's rise to fame and for- 


tune is a story in the true 
American tradition. He was 
born May 11, 1888, in Temum, 
Russia, one of eight children of 
Moses and Leah Lipkin Baline. 
His father was a rabbi. 

When Irving was 4, the fam- 
ily’s humble home was burned 
to the ground. The Balines— 
except for two of the older chil- 
dren—set out for America. 

Their resources were scant 

when they arrived in New York 
and they moved into a crowded 
tenement on the Lower East 
Side. 
In New York Irving’s father 
was a cantor and sang in a 
synagogue on high holidays. He 
taught his son and other boys 
in the neighborhood the hymns 
of their faith. 

Young Irvin sang on street 
corners for pennies and at the 
age of 14 struck out for him- 
self. He sang in cafes and slept 
in lodging houses. Eventually 
he found steady work as a sing- 
ing waiter at the Pelham cafe, 
12 Pell street in the Bowery. 

It was in this tavern that Ber- 
lin made his first acquaintance 
with the piano. He and M. 
Nicholson, the pianist at the 
Pelham, were inspired to origi- 
nal composition when a similar 
team in a nearby cafe created 
a successful song, “My Mariucci 
Taka de Steamboat,” an Italian 
dialect comic recital.

This one became the 
theme song for the “Ziegfeld 
Follies of 1919.” 

“Always.” Berlin says this 18 
his favorite ballad. He wrote 
it in 1925, a year before he 
was married, and he gave the 
song to his wife as a wedding 
present. 

“Blue Skies,” one of his top 
ballads written in 1927. 

“Oh How I Hate to Get Up in 
the Morning.” Berlin wrote the 
song during World War I when 
he was a sergeant of infantry 
at Camp Upton, Long Island. 
His personal dislike of getting 
up early inspired it. 

“Easter Parade,” this one is 
as timely and popular today as 
when he wrote it in 1933. 

“White Christmas,” Berlin 
wrote it for a picture and it was 
introduced by Bing Crosby. 

“I never dreamed it would 
become the most successful 
commercial song I have ever 
written,” says Berlin. “It came 
out in August 1942. We were 
at war and people were longing 
for peace.

“This song is revived every 
Christmas. It is my most val- 
uable copyright. You could go 
into the publishing business 
with ‘White Christmas’ alone. It 
sold more than 4,000,000 copies 
of sheet musiqg and approxi- 
mately 22,000,000 records. Bing 
Crosby’s recording of the song 
alone. sold 12,000,00 records.” 

“God Bless America,” ac- 
tually, this song was written by 
Berlin in 1918 but he was not 
satisfied with it then. He laid 
it aside, soon to be forgotten. 
Twenty years later, with Hitler 
on the march, Berlin rewrote it 
and it swept the country. It is 
a song close to Berlin’s heart 
and now appears to be securely 
established in the hearts of 
Americans. Kate Smith intro- 
duced it on Armistice day, 1938. 
Berlin gave it to the Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts. He established 
a foundation so they could re- 
ceive the royalties from the 
song. To date it has earned 
$261,803.65 for the scouts’ fund. 

The greatest satisfaction of 
Berlin's career, he says, was a 
non-commercial venture: his 
production of “This Is the 
Army,” a brilliant musical re- 
vue of World War II. Berlin, 
in uniform and past middle 
age, spent several years taking

In addition 
to the fortune realized by the 
Army agencies, a vast amount of 
war bonds was sold through 
various exploitation stunts in 
connection with its perform- 
ances. 

It was a sprightly show, made 
to order for soldiers. Its songs 
included “This Is the Army, Mr. 
Jones,” 1 Lost My Heart at the 
Stage Door Canteen,” and “I’m 
Getting Tired So I Can Sleep.” 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
caught the show in Londbn. He 
was so impressed he suggested 
to Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
George Marshall that it be 
played in all theaters of opera- 
tions. 

Assistant Secretary of War 
Robert Patterson said to Berlin: 
“Irving, you did a great job 
with this show. We've got a 
lot of money in the treasury as 
a result. But the important 
thing is what it did for morale.” 

The Government was truly 
grateful to Berlin for his war 
work.

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Doctor s Report on Asiatic Flu 
By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


» EAR DR, STEINCROHN: Td like to ask if you will tell 
us all you can about the Asiatic flu that’s sweeping the 
world. Is it the same kind of influenza that came in 
1918 and killed so many? Please tell us how we can take 
care of ourselves before it reaches Washington, D.C., which 
is my home. Is there anything we can do to ward it off? 
Are there any precautions we can take before autumn comes 
when influenza is supposed to be so prevalent? 
How can we take care of it if we should get it? In other 
words, Dr. Steincrohn, will you enlighten us all you can so 
MRS. T. T.

ANSWER: Your awareness of possible danger in the 
offing is commendable, Mrs. T.T. However, there is such 
a thing as becoming unduly alarmed. I have never had 


any first-hand experience in treating Asiatic influenza, but 


from all the-written material I can gather on the subject, 
the disease is much less virulent than the 1918 variety. 
Therefore, don’t become prostrated with fear even before 
we are certain that it will hit the United States with epi- 
demic force. If you want to “fight it“ now, do so by stay- 
ing calm and letting your doctor “put on the gloves.” He 
will know when to strike out at it in your defense. 

Here are some facts I have been reading about Asiatic 
flu in MD, a medical news magazine: Although it is expected 
to spread in the United States during the coming fall, pub- 
lic health authorities are confident that they can deal with it. 

The first outbreak of the disease was reported in China 


last January. It spread to Hong Kong by April. Then it 
hopped to Formosa, Philippines, Malaya, Indonesia, Japan, 
India and Pakistan. Although millions of people were at- 
tacked the estimated death total was about 1500—which 
indicates the mildness of the disease. In June about 100 
cases developed aboard two American ships that reached 
California from the Far East. ; wrk he

THE DISEASE is produced by a virus or combination 
of viruses. The three main type of virus are A, B and C. 
We are on the trail of a possible D type. Each has many 
strains; at least three have been isolated from Type A in 
the Asiatic Influenza. The usual symptoms are excessive 
thirst, followed by fever and sore throat. Headache de- 
velops later associated with diffuse body aches. Cough is 
often a prominent symptom. 

Treatment consists of strict bed rest for two or three 
days, plenty of fluids, bland diet, isolation and taking sali- 
cylates (aspirin, etc). If pneumonia is a complication it 
usually responds well to antibiotics. 

How about prevention? We can thank, among others, 
the Walter Reed Army Institute of Research for starting 
the ball rolling. They first heard of the Asian influenza 
on April 18. Within 48 hours they sent an epidemiologist 
to investigate. The virus was isolated by May 10. Right 
now a half-dozen of the finest drug manufacturers in the 
United States are working hard to produce a vaccine that 
will “fight” for you, Mrs. T.T.
